We have examined the prices of the same, and find that

Of the number sent to Jail in default of payment of fine 
and costs, but one was for an offence against the Police of 
towns, and for whose support the town would be liable. 

Nearly all of the persons sent to the House of Correc- 
tion, have been able-bodied men, and they were sentenced, 
with but two exceptions, for thirty days each. The im- 
proved condition of the Town Farm is ample evidence 
that their confinement at that institution was not a pas- 
time. This institution as it now is, has long been needed, 
and its inflaence upon a certain class of criminals who 
appear in the Police Court, cannot be otherwise than salu- 
tary. To them, the bare imposition of a fine is no punish- 
ment, but thirty days manual laboris inherently dreaded 
even as a necessity, but far more as a punishment. 

I have employed counsel but once. That was in the 
case of Joseph Pierce, arraigned for an assault with intent 
to kill. In this case I retained Mr. Eastman at the ex- 
pense of the town. 

The whole amount of money received by me for fines 
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‘and costs in Criminal matters, and for entries of Civil suits, 
has been $175 50, which I have paid over to the Town 
Treasurer. |

There have been confined at this institution, during the 
year, 22 different individuals, all but one of whom were for 
offences against the policelaw. The institution, in my 
opinion, has been a profitable one, although it has been 
the cause of a great amount of labor to the Superintendent 
of the Farm, who has taken extra care in its management. 

The terms of confinement of the prisoners have amount- 
ed in all to 102 weeks and 4 days,for which I have charged 
this institution, at 1 50 per week, 153 85, and given the 
Farm credit for the same amount. I have, also, charged 
the Farm with the labor of the convicts at such amounts 
as the Superintendent considered them worth, which has 
amounted to 226 75. I have also charged this Institution 
with services of Superintendent in overseeing criminals 
$50, which leaves a balance in favor of this Institution of 
$22 90. .
